Row Thieves Rob a Newspaper 
Distributing Agency. 


MAN AND BOYS ARE LINED UP 


Covered with Révolver While Cash fs 
Taken, Then Shot at to Die 
courage Pursuit. 


Persons hurrying along Park Row at 
7:30 o’clock last night toward the trolley 
terminus at Brooklyn Bridge heard the 
muffled report of a revolver shot as they 
crossed Frankfort Street, the narrow 
alley to the south of the bridge entrance. 
Most of those who heard hurried on. 
Those who waited saw a scurrying of 
newsboys and circulation tien from the 
various néwspapers with offices in the 
vicinity, and then into the almost de- 
serted street came two men from a base- 
ment at 15 Frankfort Street. On the side? 
walk above three men’ awaited them, and 
when the two joined them’one of the men 
drew a revolver. from. his pocket and fired 
two shots down into the basement. 

The reports rang. out loudly, but 
though there were many policemen, at 
the bridge entrance, just around the cor- 
ner and less than’100 yards away, the 
shots apparently were not heard there, 
and by those few who héard them/ from 
the corner of Park Row and Frankfort 
Street there was no move toward the 
five men who strolled off toward, the 
river. In a moment they had disappeared 
in the dusk. of the lower street, and 


the crowds began ge. & past Frank- 
ror Street again on eir way to the 
ridge.

The narrow alley is within the bounds 
to which a gang of hold-up men have 
confined their activities for a month 
past. It was within the same precinct 
that George Abeel, the aged fron master, 
was garroted on Jan, 10, and that a@ score 
or: more of hold-ups and robberies have 
occurred, and those who-must live and 
work there have learned to shun all 
knowledge of the hold-up men and their 
crimes.

Frankfort Street, and there. the detec- 
tives went.

hn. charge, still waiting in his shop. Bx- 

cept for him it was empty, though 
Se neider told the detectives that when 
the hold-up occurred there had _ been 
three newsboys there, two of them 
known to him as “ Happy Kim,” and as 
“Pat.” He did not know the other. 

They had been busy with some papers 

when two men entered and, presenting 
reveivers at their heads, ordered Schnei- 
der and the others to back up against the 
wall and to hold their hands above their 
heads. They obeyed, and while ohe man 

ept his revolver upon them the other 
stepped behind the counter and emptied 
into his pockets the $201 which Schneider 
had put ixto two cigar boxes as he made 
change for the newsboys, 

Then the men backed toward the door. 
When they reached it one of them fired 
a shot from. his revolver, which fo in 
the wall over the heads of the frightened 
victims. Apparently the shot.was fired 
gas earnest of what might be expected 
if the robhers were pursued. But neither 
Schneider nor the newsboys stirred from 
their tracks and they were uninjured 
therefore when two more bullets .whizzed 
down the cellar steps and lodged in the 
floor almost at their feet. 

It was not until they were cortain that 
the robbers. had departed that the news- 
boys scurried away. Schneider, still. in 
charge of the store, waited. He could 
give the detectives very little description 
of the robbers, --One -wore a wn coat 
and one a block, and each had a cap.

At the time Mrs, MacFarland was found 
dead the Richeson case in Boston was 
prominent in the public mind.”

er sweetheart, Mrs) MacFarland’s death 
was due to cyanide of potassium, and at 
first was believed to. have been acci- 
dental, The Richeson tragedy attracted) 
attention to the Newark death and caused 
it to be more closely investigated than 
might have been the Case. 

It Was. at 11 o'clock that word was sent 
from the jury room that.an agreement 
had been reached, Word» was sent in- 
stantly to Chief Justice Gummere,.,who 
was at his home, and a taxicab was dis- 
patched to get. him. It was 11:35 when 
MacFarland was brought into-the court 
roém and seated facing the bench and 
jury box, and it was about eight minutes 
later when Justice Gummere entered and 
ascended the bench. 

MacFarland was perfectly cool and col- 
lected as the jury filed into the box 
and he rose without a tremor to hear the 
verdict pronounced. He neither trembled 
nor swayed on_his feet as the foreman. 
uttered the words, and when-he was led 
away presently to the County, Jall: be- 
tween two- detectives, to whom he was 
handcuffed, he walked steadily and easily, 
Behind..him. an old man remained with 
his face buried in his hands. He was, 
MacFarland's uncle; Andrew MacFarland, 
who, since the trial began, has been a 
spectator in court. He remained in the 
room all day yesterday, but as he is deaf 
he could not hear the words which Mac-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 81,— Speaker 


Champ Clark has swung into line for an 


investigation of the Money Trust. Until 
to-day he réfused even to discuss the 
subject. Now it is learned that he is 
favoring the investigation, but he still 
declines to say whether it should be an 
inquiry conducted by.a special committee 
or by one of the standing committees of 
the House. 

“There will undoubtedly be an investi- 
gation of the.Money Trust,” he said. ‘It 
will not be @ spectacular nor a political 
investigation, “but conducted in dead 
earnest.” 

The radical element in the House, un- 
der the inspiration of Col. 
strenuously urging the investigation, and 
friends of Speaker Clark, opposed to the 
investigation are afraid he has fallen a 
victim to this influence. Representative 
Shackelford of “Missouri, frequently an 
extremist in matters:of this. sort, op- 
poses it, and has been urging Speaker 
Clark not to favor an inquiry. It is Mr. 
Shackelford’s fear that. the Speaker will 
be making the greatest political mistake 
of his life and jeopardize his chances for 
the Demo¢ratic nomination by favoring 
the investigation. It is understood that 
Mr. Shackelford has gone to Senator 
Stone and urged him to point this out. to 
Mr. Clark. 

It is known that Representative Oscar 
Ww. Underwood Floor Leader of the House 
Democrats, will make a most determined 
fight at next Wednesday's caucus against 
the investigation. The Bryan influences 
now at work in the House have affected 
the attitude of Leader Underwood; who 
is more positive than ever in his con- 
tention that there is no warrant for the 
kind of investigation. that Chairman 
Henry of the Rules Committee is adyo- 


cating.

Magistrate Decides These Give Hotels 
the Right to Keep Street 
Spaces Always Filled. ~~ 


Twenty-six chauffeurs, employed* by 
the three. largest taxicab companies‘ in | * 
this city, appeared before Magistrate 
Kernochan. yesterday ‘on ' summonses 
charging ‘violations of a city ordinance 
, prohibiting thent from standing~on ‘thor- 
joughfareés without the necessary license.’ 
The -men, 
Mason-Seanfan Transportation Company, 


taxis to the Plaza, Manhattan, and~ Sa- 
voy Hotels; the, Astor Garage, ‘which 
supplies. ‘the « Hotel: Knickerbocker, ‘and 
the James* T. Haverty . stables, which 
furnish transportation to the Hotel Bel- 
mont»and the Murray Hill Hotel, were 
all discharged by thé Magistrate. °° « 
Each .one’ of thése companies has. a 
special hack-stand license, issued. by the 
Mayor to the hotel itself and not to the 
taxi companies. These licenses cost $25 
each. for the year for each taxi, and ‘give 
the -holder the privilege of having a 
certain number of the taxis before his 
place. The HotelBelmont, for instance, 
is permitted to have ten taxis on Park 
Avenue and two on Forty-second Street. 

The police contended that a greater 
number of taxis than those for which 
licenses had beén: ‘given pecupied spaces 
in front of the various hotels. Many 
complaints had been made as to the ob- 
struction of. the streets, and orders were 
: given to the hotel proprietors, it was 
said yesterday, not-to keep more cabs 
than the licenses called for. 

John’ W. Browne, counsel forthe taxi- 
cab companies, ‘contended - that the <li- 


the hotels and \not for the cabs. The 
police had taken another view of the 
matter, and had decided that if ten cabs 
were permitted to stand before a hotel, 
and half of ‘them were, engaged, there 
must remain only five until -the others 
returned. Mr. Browne declared that this 
was not. the meaning of the law. 

“Our licenses,’ he said, ‘permit us 
always to keep ten cabs where that num- 
ber of licenses have been issued, and if 
five are sent away, five others may be 
put into their places, sO. that ten cabs 
may always be on hand.’ 

Mr. Browne insisted that this was only 
fair, for if all of the cabs should ‘be 
engaged, the patrons of the hotel could 
not be served, and the business of the 
hotel keeper would suffer. It. was charged 
that the pdlice miscoristrued the orders 
given to them and that there had been 
no intention of depriving the hotels of 
the use of all the taxis for which li- 
censes had been given. The argument 
centred around the question whether a 
taxi, after it was engaged, could still 
be considered at the disposal of the ho- 
tel. or whether it was really out of 
commission so far as the needs of the 
hotel were concerned. 

Mr. Browne contended that, when a 
taxi had a passenger, he was ‘in control 
of the taxi, and not the hotel keeper, 
cn that to give the latter the full 
privilege for which he had paid, the full

There is little to choose béetwéen those 
who build. subways exclusively with 
their mouths, and those ‘who prevent 
the building of subways by laws. Dasily 
the highest in distinction of elther class 
are those who wish to have a refer- 


ways. Since the .first of the current 
year this has been a billion dollar city, 
and the municipal operation of subways 
‘would be the best possible way to start 
it toward being a two Dillion dollar 
city, that. is a city, with a gross debt 
of two. billidn dollars, double the Na- 
tional debt, It would not be necessary 
to delay even long enough to hold the 
referendum to reap the first fruits. The 
inevitable bankruptcy of the city’s 
credit would be discounted long before. 
Indeed it is rdly too much to say 
that the sedi accilaa has done 
something to harm the standing of thé 
city’s bonds. A city in which such a 
thing can. be mentioned without horror 
and repudiation is distinctly In danger 
of such’ financial extesses as have 
marked the experience of Detroit, and 
Cleveland, and Milwaukee, and every 
other city where socialistic fads have 
taken root. 

There is no greater obstacle to the 
construction of subways than the laws 
which were passed to prevent their con- 
struction in the manner. by which we 
got the one we have. The deliberate 
intention to prevent the repetition of 
further .construction under Contract 
Number_One has been executed per- 
fectly. No more subways have been 
built, and now there is a demand for 
more laws. The thing in demand is not 
subways, but issues to carry elections, 
or to talk about in hopes of carrying 
them. . Those who think that the ob- 
ject of talk about subways is to pro- 
vide rides in cars running between the 
boroughs are blind to the wants of the 
people. What the people want is agi- 
tation, and a column on the official bal- 
lot,.and circulation, and other strictly 
personal perquisites.

FEDERAL LICENSES FOR AUTOMO- 
BILES. 

How did Senator TownsEnp of Michi- 
gan get the idea into his head that an 
automobile is commerce? Some joker, 
by what artg and cajoleries we know 
not, has persuaded him that an auto- 
mobile, or the driver of an automobile, 
is commerce, and therefore, that when 
the. vehicle and the driver traverse a 
State -boundary they are engaged in 
inter-State commerce.

NEW CHILDREN’S BUREAU. 


Mies Wald Describes to Opposing 
Gerry Society Officials its Purpose. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

THp TrmzEs of Sunday printed a-news article 
upon Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry’s and John 
D. Lindsay's criticisms of the proposed Federal 
Children's Bureau. The article its headlined 
“* New Government Department Met Needed,’ 
Say Child Welfare Workers.’’ 

Commodore Gerry and Mr. Lindsay-misrepre- 
sent the functions of the proposed Federal 
Children’s Buredu. They imply that this bu- 
reau will have the power of enforcing regula- 
tions and thus conflict with the work of local 
organizations and fmperil the States’ rights. 
Even @ cursory reading of the bill will convince 
one of the inaccuracy of this statement. 

The supporters of this measure are introduc- 
ing no Governmental innovations. They base 
their recommendations upon existing prece- 
dents, 

Without going into elaborate Getail) friends 
of the children ask that the Govérnment exer- 
cise the same responsibility concerning the con< 
servation of child life that it now so admirably 
exercises in the conservation of the lower forms 
of life. 

The bureau would be a clearing house, @ 
source of information and reliable education ‘on 
all matters pertaining to the welfare of chil- 
dren, and it would investigate and report. upon 
the questions pertaining to them now nowhere 
answered in complete or unified form. Only 
the Federal Government can cover the whole 
field and stimulate measures by the States, 
The proposed: bureau. would not overlap exist- 
ing bureaus. 

The chief of the Census Bureau, the head of 
the Federal Education Department, the Fed- 
eral Commissioner of Labor, have. participated 
in the efforts to secure it; and have: stated 
that it would in no way conflict with their 
duties, but, on the other hand, would make 








obtain, in addition to other measures needful 
for the intelligent care of the children of the 
Nation. 

So far as the friends of the children. havé 
been eble to” discoyer, opposition to the bill 
among the children’s societies has been con- 
fined to Commodore Gerry and his personal as-

of modern music in putting before the) pq 


public again. this work that offers so 
much that is new and unfamiliar and 
that cannut. make an immediate appeal 
to even theemost willing ear. 

Whether it ever will do so or not time 
alone -will tel. There are numerous 
qualities of the work that make against 
its success: Its. dramatic movement is 
uncommonly .measured and deliberate 
even for Maeterlinck. Its several strik- 
ing and effectitve situations are sep- 

arated by long stretches of dialogue 
eprenaiia: philosophy and symbolism in 
he Maeterlinckian manner; and for 
their understanding a close following of 
the text is needed, which in the nature 
of things can eqasoey be given by the 
audiences. at the Metropolitan pera 
House. Nor is there the expression of 
strong and compelling emotion: the dra- 
matie action is subordinated to the in- 
tellectual processes of the playwright. 

The music offers much that repels the 
listener whose ears are not attuned to the 
dissonances and crass harmonic progres- 
sions of the modern French school, of 

which M. Dukas has been unsparing. ‘The 
indebtedness of this music to Debussy 

and to the idiom associated with him is 
obvious, though it is music of a coarser if 
not a stronger fibre than his, Obvious, 
likewise, is the occasional indebtedness to 
Wagner. It seems on the whole to be a 
product, of the skill of an accomplished 
craftsman rather than of pulsing inspira- 
tion, of ideas clamoring for utterance. It 
shows at certain points of climax an un- 
usual power of building. up a musical edf- 
fice on large lines. Yet with ,all that it 
has, in places, of ‘distinction and express- 
iveness, and even occasionally of beauty, 
it lacks the stamp of the highest original- 
ity and spontaneity. 

The management of the Opera House 
has done all that could be done for Mr. 
Dukas’s' opera in, thé admirable + ah bond 
anee it has given of the work. To Mr, Tos- 
canini is due the altogether remarkable 
finesse, atmospheré and poetic unity that 
mark it. The cast is excellent—the same 
as that of last season,. except that. it ds 
strengthened by the appearance of Mme. 
Matzenauer as the Nurse. Miss Farrar 
as Ariane has_an arduous task. She is 
never absent from the. scene, and «she 
presents.the character, with radiant grace, 
dignity, and the tranquil courage of a 
woman whom nothing can turn from her 
purpose. There might still be more 
potency of effect in it if she were some- 
what more sparing of her gestures and 
poses, however graceful and plastic these 
are, .And it may be that she misconcefves 
the significance of the last scene in mak- 
ing its note one of pathos and sorrowful 
regret, rather than putting into it a cer- 
tain irony that it might well bear. Mme.

In no case, however, whether 
of temporary or permanent disability, 
is a workman to receive less than $5 or 
more than $20 a week; yet, in the latter 
case, his total benefit must be no less 
than his death benefit would have been 
in case he had died. In case of unques- 
tioned total disabllity a man may be paid 
a lump sum equal to-the total weekly 
payments for five years.

PETROLEUM EXPORTS 


Products Worth $723,600,000 Left. This 
Country Between. 1901 and 1910. 


The great contribution that the export 
trade in the products of American petrole- 
um has madé to the wealth of the United 
States can be figured from the:fact that 
the total value of exports from 1870 to 1910 
is $1,900,000,000, says The American Ex- 
porter. With this year’s exports it will

. MAHOGANY IN FURNITURE. 


Very Little of the Real Wood Is Used 
at Present. 


One of the interesting enigmas of -busi- 
ness is how the furniture manufacturers 
can work up forty million feet of *‘ ma- 
hogany”’ into furniture every year, when 
the.cut of that wood from the forests does 


not exceed eighteen million feet a year. 
The Building Age, in its curtfent issue, 
gives this explanation: 

“It is interesting to note that more 
than twenty mahogany-like woods are 
now offered as true mahogany, not to 
mention a considerable number of woods 
cunningly stained to imitate that wood. 
In the present circumstances, therefore, 
when the demand for mahuogany is greater 
than the supply unusual interest attaches 
to such woods as Cariniana or Colombian 
mahogany, which is acknowledged not to 
be mahogany, but which is so similar to 
it in color, grain effects, and working 
qualities as to serve for the rarer wood. 


In case of death resulting from acci- 
dent within two years from the date of 
accident the widow or dependents. are 
to receive a sum equal to 300 times 65 
per cent. of his weekly wages at- the 
time of his injury—which is about four 
years’ wages—but the total must not 
exceed $3,400.

A man who has been in the rvice for 
twenty-five years and has arrived at the 
age of 60 years may be retired and re- 
ceive a weekly pension for the remainder 
of his life equal to one-half his average 
weekly wage during the six months prior 
to. his retirement, and a man may. also 
be retired at any time on the same pen- 
sion on account of incapacity. An em- 
ploye may cease from work a period of 
twelve months without sacrificing his 
record of continuous service.

There seemed no oc@asion yesterday for 
any more uneasiness over the possibility 
of a ‘“‘money-trust”™ investigation than 
had existed the previous day, but this sit- 
uation, too, was one of the things ap- 
pealed to to éxplain the day’s weakness. 
Cause and effect, however, were much 
confused ‘in’ the -efforts to correlate the 
day’s declines and the explandtions 
which were offered for them. A 4Giscus- 
sion of the showing made by the Steel 
Corporation in” its reply- to the Govern- 
ment’ suit under” the Anti-Trust act, 
filed yesterday, and summaries of which 
were issuéd for publication to-day, 
belongs to to-day’s market comment rath- 
er than to yesterday’s, or, at least, ought 
to so. belong, but the Street had or as- 
sumed knowledge of the tenor of the 
Steel Corporation's reply, and according 
tothe point of view was describing it*as 
a strong or a weak defense of the corpo- 
ration’s position. So far as the state- 
ment of earnings for the last quarter of 
the. year is concerned, it may be said that 
even after taking all the unfavorable 
features of the last year’s showing into 
consideration, it is going rather far afield 
to put an unfavorable interpretation upon 
a statement which showed the full divi- 
dend earned in’ a quarter durihg which 
the Steel Corporation contended with the 
lowest prices in its history. Opetations 
are now on a darger scale than the aver- 
age during the last three months of 1911, 
and the level of prices is somewhat higher 
than those at which the Nowember and 
December output of the steel manufactur~ 
ers was sold. Theprevalenceof bearish sen- 
timent caused an ear to be given to. every 
unfavorable report, and much was being 
said yestefday of the paucity of new or- 
ders. Yet The Iron Age, in its weekly re- 
view, says that the aggregate of Janu- 
ary ‘pookings by; the larger steel com- 
panies was not far from the total. ship- 
ments. In the Pittsburgh. district in r- 
ticular, this journg| states, specification 
for semi-finished’ steel have been heavy, 
and Eastern works have been called upon 
to ship steel into the Pittsburgh district. 

Notwithstanding the satisfactory con- 
elysion of the London settlement, there 
Was an easier tone in that market yes- 
terday and a good deal of selling of stocks 
was reported from that side. It is always 
doubtful, however, in a case of heavy 
London selling, whether most of this does 
not originate on this side. The predictions 
which tps being made from ndon re- 
garding the .Steel Corporation's dividend 
—sne so much inline with the sentiment 
of the day on the New York market that 
‘there was added reason* yesterday for, 
assuming a local origin for much of the 
so-called ‘Lootinn selling. A slightly 
higher diScount rate left the open market 
in London a full half per cent. under the 
bank rate, and there was a disposition in 
some quarters to look for a reduction 
in the official rate, but it seems more 
likely than not that a reduction will be 
allowed to wait on a longer prevalenc§ of 
the relative ease which the last two weeks 
have brought to the London market.

1911. In March, 1910, howeyer, there was a 
phenomenal issuance of new securities 
which exceeded last. month’s by about 
$37,000,000. New issues of all three 
classes authorized last month were even 
heavier, totaling $516,889,675, of which 
stocks constituted $200,916,300 and bonds 
and notes the balance of $206,976,375. 
The heaviest month for authdérizations 
last year was June, which showed 
a total of $856,245,000, $189,417,000 being 
stocks and $666,828,000 being bonds and 
notes. Last January the stock authoriza- 
tions were only $49,169;650 and the bond 
and note authorizations only. $114,204,000.

MAYOR TO GIRL IRL GRADUATES. 


Tells; Schoolgiris How How to be Good 
Wives and Housekeepers. 


Mayor Gaynor visited Public: School 4 
in Rivington Street yesterday, and in a 
short address to the girl graduates he 
laid down some advice on marriage and 


other problems. 

“Your Principal,” he said, “says that 
there are 126 of you and that you aver- 
e 14 years 4nd 2 months. I almost 
thought I would have to begin to advise 
you about getting marri you 
iknow that is come along now bers ine. 
You will ‘all have husbands in 
years. The saying is that Goa aisposes 
and man proposes. And this being p 
Year, the wtrle have a right to propose 
if they want to. 

“But I won't say anything to you about 
that. I have not been able to be a very 
good adviser to my oWn daughters on 
that subject, I fear, and so I probably 
would be a great failure with you. “I 
only mention it to show that the educa- 
tion you have received here is to enable 
you to be good wives and housekeepers. 
You could not be that, you know, without 
being reasonably schooled.’’ 

The Mayor then promised that he a 
give each of the pupils a present, as he 
did the boy graduates of Public School 
160. He sent them copies of the auto- 
biography of Benjamin Franklin. He 
complimented them upon their dancing 
and athletic work. When he came to the 
subject of cooking, the Mayor asked the 
class how long it took to boil an egg. 
“Six minutes,” cried several. The Mayor 
thought that was a long time, but he said 
he would take théir word for it. On the 
subject of housekeeping he said: 
“Happiness is not in a. big house al- 
ways. It is where the woman makes, 
home, and the nice, clean, tidy little wo- 
man who knows how to sing a little, 
dance a little, and jump through the hoop 
a little’’—this in reference to a form of 
the pupils’ exercises—“and at the same 
knows how to cook to make her husband 
good-natured. “ That is the right kind 
of a woman. No one in this world is 
s0 honorable as the man or woman who 
wants to work.
